We  will 
transmit  tliis  College  to  those  who  come  after  us,  greater,  better, 
and  more  beautiful  than  it  was  transmitted  to  us." 


j  ^Methinks  Td  Like  to  Eat'  | 

We  aren’t  getting  what  we  want  so  let’s  strike! 

The  historic  cry  of  labor  is  now  echoing  through  the  col¬ 
lege  dormitoriefi  instead  of  the  union  halls.  Mutterings  of  dis¬ 
content  fill  the  hallways  and  rooms.  The  talk  turns  to  a  strike 
as  the  only  means  to  solve  the  problem. 

Before  taking  such  hasty  action,  one  should  analyze  die 
nature  of  a  strike  and  its  probable  effects.  First,  a  strike  is  a 
method  of  forcing  a  solution  upon  a  situation  which  collective 
bargaining  has  failed  to  settle.  Secondly,  it  is  a  method  of 
working  an  economic  hardship  on  the  party  struck.  Thirdly, 
it  is  a  method  of  intimidating  the  party  struck  to  submit  to 
pressure. 

Looking  at  these  particular  points  as  they  apply  to  a  col¬ 
lege  situation,  one  finds  that  the  probable  effects  are  quite 
different  than  the  desired  effects. 

First,  no  collective  bargaining  of  any  type  has  taken 
place,  so  how  can  a  solution  be  forced  when  that  solution  has 
not  even  been  proposed.  Second,  the  relationship  between 
students  and  administrators  is  not  tlie  same  as  that  between 
labor  and  management.  Students  neither  have  the  same  legal 
rights  as  unions  nor  can  they  work  economic  hardships  upon 
the  college  by  such  actions  as  food  strikes.  The  college  would 
actually  save  money  by  not  having  to  feed  the  strikers.  Third, 
the  administration  is  not  likely  to  be  intimidated. 

With  the  power  to  expel  students  who  are  disciplinary 
problems  and  with  the  responsibility  to  remain  in  control  of  the 
college  and  its  activities,  the  administration  wiil  not  and  can¬ 
not  submit  to  student  coercion.  The  most  valid  reason  for  such 
a  strike  is  to  demonstrate  widespread  discontent,  but  the 
action  is  still  dangerous  because  it  forces  both  sides  to  ex¬ 
treme  positions  from  which  neither  can  easily  back  down. 
The  strike  also  fails  to  make  clear  the  specific  causes  for 
complaint  and  does  not  give  anyone  a  chance  to  correct  the 
situation. 

The  administration  is  responsible  for  managing  the  col¬ 
lege  operation  in  the  most  efficient  and  economic  manner,  in 
order  to  give  the  students  the  best  possible  education  in  the 
best  possible  manner  at  the  least  possible  cost.  Often,  when 
they  take  measures  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  operation  or 
the  quality  of  education,  problems  are  created  for  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Some  of  these  problems  are  unavoidable  and  are  caused 
by  factors  of  which  the  students  are  unaware.  Sometimes, 
however,  the  administration  fails  to  see  or  forsee  the  avoidable 
trouble  created  for  the  students  because  of  their  different 
point  of  view.  Or,  having  seen  the  difficulties,  they  are  unable 
to  find  a  solution  which  wouid  end  the  problem. 

On  one  hand  we  have  the  student  who  is  very  aware  of  the 
problem  as  it  affects  him,  and  on  the  other  hand  we  have  the 
administration  whieh  has  the  power  to  correet  and  to  change. 
The  solution  lies  in  getting  the  two  together. 

Students  have,  in  the  i)ast,  solved  similar  problems  by 
taking  their  complaints  and  suggestions  to  the  administration 
through  authorized  student  groups.  A  Student  Senate  commit- 
.  tee  succeeded  last  year  in  getting  the  class  di'op  period  ex¬ 
tended  to  four  weeks  and  was  promised  consideration  in  sched¬ 
uling  a  “dead  day’’  before  fin^s  this  year.  Even  more  signifi¬ 
cant  was  the  Senate  committee  on  Freshman  Orientation 
which  not  only  brought  its  views  and  recommendations  to  the 
administration,  but  also  assumed  responsibility  for  the  entire 
program. 

In  line  with  these  student  committees,  the  Union  Board 
has  created  a  special  Foods  Committee  which  will  communi¬ 
cate  student  opinion  about  the  cafeteria  to  the  persons  in 
charge.  During  its  regular  meetings  with  cafeteria  personnel, 
the  committee  will  work  with  the  administration  to  solve  such 
problems  as  uneven  lines,  poor  service,  and  cold  food. 

The  administration  has  indicated  their  desire  to  co-oper¬ 
ate.  The  student  leaders  have  begun  to  prepare  their  case 
for  presentation.  With  the  two  groups  at  last  sitting  down  to 
talk  things  over,  it  would  be  well  for  those  of  us  on  the  out¬ 
side  to  wait  and  see  before  taking  hasty  actions.  — bj
